“| wanted the thing to go from 
11-6, but I guess it’s my fault 
because | didn't inform my ad- 
visor,” Kossack said. “But, I was 
told that it was absolutely going to

Kossack further stated that the 
contract with Rankin stated that he 
would not play for less than one

Ferris condemns budget cut 


When the Board of Fiscal 
Matters (BOFM) decided to adopt 
BOFM member Jim Hollenback’'s 
“minority opinion” budget for ASI 
programs, they also adopted the 
elimination of the Calitornia State 
University and College Presidents 
Association funds for next year 

“Not true,” said Ferris. The 
College Presidents Association 
(CPA) is important to keep, says 
Ferris and he denies he ever gave 
such advice to cut the money off. 
He also says former ASI President 
Terry Frost and Gary Archibald, 
ASI general counsel, never gave 
such advice. 

Ferris maintains that he and 


ASI President John Giannoni were 
discussing the CPA budget and 
some changes that could be made 
“Hollenback heard us talking, 
misinterpreted the conversation 
and put it into his minority opinion 
budget.” Ferris said that Archibald 
had some qualifications he would 
consider for CPA but never 
recommended cutting !t 

Ferris said he has never been to 
a CPA meeting so he could never 
come up with a judgment like that 
which Hollenback says he made. 
“I'm surprised that BOFM 
adopted the budget. It only reflects 
one person's opinion.” Ferris said 
Hollenback wrote the budget 


Com studies prof elected 
to state Academic Senate 


Kenneth L. Berger, CSUS com- 
munications studies professor, was 
elected last week by CSUS faculty 
members to represent them on the 
California State University and 


Colleges (CSUC) Academic 
Senate. 
“This is an wrtant job 


because the senate helps to make 
policy that affects all the system,” 
Berger said of his new post. 

The senate consists of faculty 


nbers from all 19 campuses of 
he CoUC system and serves as an 

isory body to the CSUC Board 
of | rustees and Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke. 

Berger is replacing Prof. Robert 
C. Donaldson. He joins two other 
CSUS faculty representatives, 
Prof. William R. Neuman and 
Dorothy A. Sexter, acting dean of 
graduate studies. 

Berger has been on the CSUS 
faculty since 1957 








because he was “drunk” at the 
initial budget cutting session and 
“couldn't function.” 

“This budget is sour grapes on 
Jim's part,” he continued.

ASS rejects new budget 


The associated student senate 
voted Monday to reject the budget 
recommendation of the old Board 
of Fiscal Matters (BOFM) and, 
meeting as a committee of the 
whole proceeded to deal anew with 
the budget. 

Faced with a massive show of 
support for the student art gallery 
by some 40 art students, the senate 
voted to reinstate support of the 
facility. 

The senate decided to proceed 


| with budget hearings on an eight 
hour a day basis until the work is, 


completed. Program directors are 


| to be invited back to the senate to 


present their programs once again 
for consideration. The new 








Morris reconsidered 


The CSUS Foundation Board 
of Governors considered Thursday 
a petition signed by 240 CSUS 
faculty members and 42 CSUS 
staff members asking that it recon- 
sider a decision to fire Eugene E. 
Morris, former executive director 
of the foundation. 

CSUS President James G. 
Bond, chair of the board, referred 
the request to a specially es- 
tablished committee and asked for 
a report at the board's July 
meeting. The committee's member- 
ship has not yet been made public 

Bond also said a committee 
would be established to discuss a 
related faculty - staff request for 
changes in the bylaws of the foun- 
dation board 

The foundation ts a campus 
auxiliary organization and last 
year administered approximately 
$1.7 million in grants and bequests 
received by the campus 


Morris’ March 3 dismissal by 
the board touched off controversy 
between Bond and faculty 
members. He served seven years as 
the foundation executive director 


Chnstopher Dyer Bennet, 
Faculty Senate Chair, told foun- 
dation board members that faculty 
members were “still most 
concerned about this.” He said that 
senate leaders were prepared to ask 
“appropriate officials of the state 


government” to look into Morris’ 
dismissal and the foundation 

Prof. Karl E. Stoffers said that 
several evaluations of the foun- 
dation, while headed by Morris, 
were highly favorable. 

“These evaluations were not 
before this board before you made 
the unfortunate decision to fire Mr 
Morris,” he said 

The two proposed bylaw 
changes ask that the board 
“eliminate conflict of interest for 
members of the CSUS = ad- 
ministration who serve on the 
foundation's board ” 

One bylaw change would 
provide that the t-:ndation cannot 
pay for the expenses incurred by 
members of the board in the per- 
formance of their carnpus duties.” 
The second would stipulate that 
the foundation “cannot pay 
salaries or wages for work in the 
campus administration 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved a $3,500 discretionary fund 
for Bond and a $1,000 dis- 
cretionary fund for the vice 
president for administration and 
business affairs, a post recently 
created that will combine the duties 
of two top administrators who in 
March asked for reassignment 

A motion, made by board 
faculty member Prof. Paul G. Has- 
tings, to reduce the vice president's 
fund to $500, was defeated 


Unrest at Cornell College, 


administrators evicted 


(CPS) Two days of protest 
jarred the normally calm Cornell 
University campus in late April 
Groups of 150 to 200 students 
Staged demonstrations and oc- 
cupied a building to protest the 
school’s dismissal of a black as- 
sistant financial aid director 
Demonstrators at the Ithica, 
N.Y. university were stirred by 
Stokely Carmichael who 
denounced administrators for dis- 
missing Herbert Parker in March 
Carmichael told students to, “Keep

hitting the administration,” and 
reminded them that the building he 
spoke from was taken over by 
armed students seven years ago. 

After the rally, a predominately 
black group of 200 students broke 
into the administration building 
while office workers were out to 
lunch. They pushed their way 
through the building after a short 
scuffle with police. but only spent 
iS minutes inside 

The following day 150 students 
occupted the administration build- 
ing again for about ten hours, 
Before they left in compliance with 
a court order, they evicted Univer- 
sity President Dale Carver and 
other top a¢ ainistrators. 

Earlier that day a smaller group 
of students took over the 
undergraduate admissions office. 

The demonstrators demanded 
that the University rehire Parker, 
who was discharged for in- 
subordination. and that students 
involved in the disturbances 
receive “unconditional amnesty.” 
Administrators refused to discuss 
demands while students were in the 
building. 

Students left shielding their 
faces to avoid being identified. 
Spokespersons for the group said 
they achieved the goals of at- 
tracting national attention, stirring 
student unrest and prodding 
Cornell administrators to act in the 
case 
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Giannoni faces toughest charge

American Hero 
fights back

On Wednesday, May 5, your 
paper printed a letter from Martin 
Clement Gainty which objected to 
the current production of The 
Great American Hero. As 
members of the drama fraternity 
National Collegiate Players, we 
would like to reply to this letter 

Gainty’s major objection seems 
to be that everyone takes off their 
clothes at the end of the first act 
True, they do undress, but never 
past the point that can be observed 
at any beach or swimming pool, 
and even that extreme is only main- 
tained for approximately 10 
minutes.

tioning Giannoni’s constitutional 
authority in firing the newspaper 
editor, was inappropriate 

The ASI president claimed that 
he had heard rumors that the 
recently - fired editor had written 
the article and it was removed on 
that basis alone 

If that was the case, then why 
didn’t he contact the newspape 
and check before he made a 25 mile 
trip to Woodland for nothing 

In fact, the article was written 
by one of the news editors on his 
own initiative 


Grannoni should be concerned 
His actions, even without referring 
to state and federal law precedent. 
clearly shows that he blatantly 
violated the constitution and 
Statutes in censoring the 
newspaper. When a decision was 
made recently to ban Gallo adver- 
using from Hornet columns, many 


problems of blacks in today’s 
society? Admittedly, we have done 
nothing this year which could even 
remotely be connected with 
Thomas Jefferson (although, come 
to think of it, he is mentioned in 
The Great American Hero) but we 
felt that there would be enough

Gainty then states that his part 
of the $4,800 Theatre Arts 
allocation is being wasted on trash 
A few facts seem to be in order 
here 

Yes, the department did receive 
$4,800 from the student as- 
sociation this year. It spent over 
$21,000, the additional $16,000 be- 
ing made up of our box office 
receipts. The student association's 
money serves as seed money to 
finance the first one or two produc- 
tions, and from that point the 
Theatre Arts Department is 
basically self - sufficient 

Gainty’s money was gone long 
before The Great American Hero 
was even written. That allocation 
also insures that students can see 
our productions at $2 off the 
genera! admission price 

As to the quality of our produc- 
tions, out of the five years in which 
we have entered the American 
College Theatre Festival, we have 
gone to the regional finals four 
times, and achieved national! 
honors twice. This means that two 
of our productions have been 
among the top !0 in the nation. Not 
bad for $4,800. 


Gainty’s last paragraph asks for 
a play from which “each of us can 
learn of love, not lust, and interact 
with compassion, not passion.” 
That is a very odd statement, as 
‘hat is exactly the message that The 
Great American Hero was trying to 
get across. 


The hero, Freddy, had invited 
his relatives to help solve his 
problems, and was as surprised as 
anyone when his plea for a return 
to innocence led to wild abandon 


Our advice to Gainty is: Before 
you attack spend - thrifts, find out 
where the money's going; before 
you attack a play, make sure you 
understand its message; and before 
you attack an entire theatrical 
season, make sure you've seen al!

A disabled student program 
sponsored by the California State 
University and’ Colleges Student 
Presidents Association 
(CSUCSPA) has been approved 
by the Assembly Ways and Means 
subcommittee. The subcommittee 
is responsible for the university and 
colleges’ budget. 

The subcommittee, chaired by 
Assemblyman John Vasconcellos, 
D - San Jose, appropriated 
$506,028 to set up a program that 
provides full - time employment 
and various services to disabled 
students onall 19 CSUC campuses 

Governor Brown had deleted 
the program from his original 
budget. But the state Senate has 
approved the top - priority project 
by CSUSCPA 

Two other bills relating to the 
college system are in the legislature 
now. SB IIS!, by Senator John 
Stull, would allow CSUC to go to 
private printers to fill its orders 
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Full-time employment for disabled 


Currently the university system 
must deal with the State Printers 
office for these needs. This often 
results in higher costs and lower 
quality, according to Scott Plot- 
kin, legislative advocate for

AB 3042 by Assemblyman Vas- 
concellos would increase the 


number of both the Cai Grant 
awards and College Opportunity 
Grant Programs from the present

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English chair to serve for third term

Prof. Vernon T. Hornback, 
controversial English Department 
chair, has been appointed for a 
third term in that position by 
CSUS President James G. Bond 

This culminutes over a year of 
conflict between the faculty and 
administration over the refusal by 
School of Arts and Sciences Dean 
David Ballesteros to recommend 
Hornback to the appointment 

In an April 28 memo Bond 
wrote, “Upon the recommendation 
ot your colleagues. Dean Davis 
Ballesteros of the School of Arts 
and Sciences. and Vice President 
E. James Archer, | am pleased to 
appoint you Chair of the English 
Department beginning fall 
semester 1976 fora term not to ex- 
ceed three years.” It concludes that 
“this position, by Board of 
Trustees policy, is one which serves 
at the pleasure of the president.” 

Hornback says the = ad- 
ministration simply didn’t want to 
touch off another war in ap- 
pointing him the chair. He said that 
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the reversal has “nothing to do with 
a change of attitude” on the part of 
the administration. 

“The position still serves at the 
pleasure of the president,” said 
Hornback, “yet to continually 
remind people of that “smacks of 
threat.” Hornback said he would 
continue to criticize any policy he 
disagrees with 

In March, 1975, English 
Department faculty voied 30-13 to 
give Hornback a third term as 
chair. But Dean Ballesteros refused 
to recommend his appointment to 
the president 

The reason he gave was that 
Hornback was “divisive” in his 
criticisms of the administration 
Hornback has been critical of the 
administration for the past 11 
years. Two conflicts have arisen 
from this 

First, by not appornting a chair 
because he or she is critical “cir- 
cumscribes the freedom to speak.” 
said Hornback. He said it is im- 
portant that a department chair 
present strong criticism and that 
the freedom of speech on 4 univer- 
sity campus must be guarded well 
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Using the analogy: “Does 
Gerald Ford have the right to stop 
criticism?”, Hornback said Title V 
has given the president of the 
university the “authority of a 19 
century sea captain.” Title V, he 
said, allows for a “totally 
authoritarian governance” of the 
school 

Vice President Archer had 
agreed with Hornback that the 
department chair has a right to 
criticize “constructively.” 


“Who decides what is construc- 
tive?” asked Hornback. “I have all 
kinds of anxieties about the con- 
tinuing value of a college education 
when inour classrooms, we present 
the national goals to offer liberty to 
all people then demonstrate to 
students the reverse. I don't think 
students will miss the point.” 


Hornback said the basic issue of 
right to criticize hasn't been 
resolved with his reappointment 

The second conflict arises out of 
the role of department chairs. In 
1972, an outgoing administrator of 
the chancellor's office authored a 
“tinal word” on the role of the 
chairs and defined them as first - 
level administrators This is 
“radically different to what we 
thought ourselves to be.” said 
Hornback. “We are elected by the 
faculty and we are first and 
foremost English Department 
faculty.” The new rules set a five 
per cent pay increase for the chairs 
making them dependent on the ad- 
ministration Hornback was 
against such a pay hike. 


The California  legisiature 
refused to fund sucha program and 
the new rules from the chancellor's 
otfice define the department chair 
as a “faculty member” temporarily 
serving in an administrative 
Position 

Two plans for the role of 
department chairs were voted on 
by faculty a couple of months ago 
By a vote of 507 - 71, the faculty re- 
jected an administration proposal 
written by Vice President Archer 
Stating that the chain of 
recommendation is faculty - dean - 


vice president - president. Under 
section 305 - 5 of the Faculty 
Manua!, the chair recommen- 


dation doesn't include the vice 
president in the process. The 
faculty document approved in the 
vote coincides with the manual 
However, the memo to 
Hormback from Bond appointing 
him to his third term includes Ar- 
cher’s name as one of those 
recommending him.

Legislation to limit major oil 
companies’, hoidings in coal and 
geothermal energy sources has 
been blocked in the State Senate 

The author of the bill, Senator 
David Roberti, D - Hollywood, 
contended the measure would 
prevent a monopoly of energy 
resources by oil companies that fix 
the pnce of geothermal power, for 
example, at the price of oil and gas. 

The -only Senate Public 
Uulities, Transit and Energy Com- 
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mittee member to vote in favor of 
the bill was Senate President Pro 
Tem James Mills of San Diego 
Sacramento Senator Albert Rodda 
voted with the majority 
Representatives of the major 
oil companies argued that limiting 
investment in new energy sources 
would stall development of those 
sources.

Males dominate colleges 


(CPS) “It's a man’s world” 
may still hold true on college cam- 
puses, despite attempts by the 
women’s movement to eliminate 
discrimination in higher education. 

Most colleges are dominated by 
male profs who are “relatively 
insensitive” to issues affecting their 
female students and colleagues, ac- 
cording to an analysis of the at- 
titudes of professors at four - year 
institutions 

The data, which was compiled 
by the American Council of 
Education from 1972 - 73, was 
analyzed recently by Elizabeth Tid- 
ball, a physiology professor at 
George Washington University 

lidball found that male and 

teachers were more sup- 

of students of their own 

However. since men faculty 

greatly outnumber 

women, “the climate for men 

students is more cordial” than for 
women students 


nembers 


Male faculty members were 
considerably less interested in is- 
sues like discrimination and child 
care than were the female profs 

“The relatively small propor- 
tion of women taculty on most 
campuses assures that women 
students will have few adult, same - 
sex role models,” says Tidball 
While the women faculty are af- 
firming of women students, their 
own level of self - esteem runs very 
low 

“The examples of achieving 
women for students at most 
institutions are faculty who are 
clustered in the lower ranks 
without tenure, the faculty whose

Women students find the most 
supportive environments at 
women’s colleges, according to 
TidbaJ. About 45 per cent of the 
taculty members there are women,
